London, March 9. — Tho overthrow of 
King Milan, for such hisabdication really 
is, is regarded in diplomatic circles us a 
Bevero blow lo Austrian aspirations in the 
Balkans, and may possibly load to war 
between Russia and Austria. Tho radi- 
cal party in Servia, under tho leadership 
of M. M. Gruitch and Ristics, aru in favor 
of drawing closer to Russia and were 
warm supporters of Queen Natalie through 
all her troubles with her husband. To 
win them over, King Milan undertook a 
revision of the constitution. Many im- 
portant changes wore effected in the con- 
stitution. Individual liberty and free- 
dom of the press were guaranteed, All re 
ligions sects were placed cm a footing of 
equality. Suffrage was extended to all men 
paying 15 Francs per year in taxes, and 
all classes of tli a community wore made 
eligible for election as deputies. Only I 
one fourth of the chamber was to consist 
of ox-ofhcio members. Tho king, how- 
ever, still retained the right of declaring 
peace and war and the power of prorogu- 
ing and summoning the Skuptscliina. 
Milan's Austrian views do not suit tho 
radicals, and 1 1 1 03- demanded a further 
amendment of tho constitution in pormit 
Ling the chamber to meet independently 
of the royal pleasure, and vesting repre- 
sentatives of the people with tho power of 
declaring peace and war. Thorn was not 
tho least chance of the revision committee 
advising such a sudden and revolutionary 
change, but unfortunately for Austria, 
Milan's difficulties with his wife caused 
him to be regarded by bis subjects with a 
sentiment of very ill disguised and very 
well deserved contempt,. Consequently, 
at tho recent election the radicals wore re- 
turned with 

A KAMI WORKING MAJORITY. 
Milan would havo abdicated then but for 
want of sulliciunt means to support some- 
thing like an approach to royal state in 
private life; but tho King was poor and 
dare not ask the Servian people for a sub- 
stantial retiring allowance, so ho chose 
the only alternative and knocked under 
to the Radicals. The revised constitution 
was subjected Lo a further revision on 
radical lines, and the situation was tem- 
porarily patched up. Finally, this week 
M. M. Griutch and Ristics concluded to 
grant Milan an allowance out of tho state 
treasury, so that he might leave the coun- 
try, as a longer stay would provoke dis- 
turbances throughout Servia, and precipi- 
tate action on the part of Russia and Aus- 
tria by compelling both powers to sup- 
port their own party in Servia. 

THE POLITICAL OUTLOOK IN BULGARIA 
is also about as bleak as possible. The 
relations between Stambieloff, prima 
minister, and Prince Ferdinand have bo- 
come so strained that either one or tho 
other must go, and either event would be 
favorable to Russian interests in the Bal- 
kans. Both Stambioloff and tho Princo 
aro pro- Austrian, politically ; but their 
estrangement lies in the fact that Ferdin- 
and desires the Minister of War, Col. 
Mutkuroff, to bo removed. Tho latter, 
however, is StambiolofFs brother-in-law, 
of whose vote he always is certain. Prince 
Ferdinand complains that hu is a nonen- 
tity, and maintains that he ought to be the 
actual head of the army, instead of being, 
as he is, only the nominal one. Stambie- 
lufTs party has always a majority in tho 
Sobranje, and the prime minister declines 
to accetle to the Prince's request. How- 
ever, the persecution to which Stambie- 
loff, tho king-maker, subjected Major 
Papoff, one of the best Bulgarian officers 
and one of the heroes of the Servian war, 
has engendered a ieeling of deep irrita- 
tion throughout the country against the 
premier, which 

MAY RESULT IN HIS OVERTHROW, 
If the means of extradition .are not 
speedily devised for a way out of the diffi- 
culty between tho Princo and his minis- 
ter, Lhe consequenco will bo very import' 
ant. 

The present situation in Roumania is 
similar to that of Servia. Pro-Russian 
and anti-Russian linos are so sharply 
drawn that tho pro-Russians, who are in 
the majority, may at any moment compel 
King Charles to abdicate, while Lho stale 
of politics in Hungary only invites Rus- 
sian ascendency, and shows tho weakness 
of Lho tripplo alliance. 

The British colonial ollico has received 
a despatch to t he effect that leprosy has 
put in an appearance among tho Chinese! 
in New South Wales, and that tho cry for 
prohibition of Chinese immigration, which 
bad subsided for Lhe moment, has boon 
again aroused by popular dread of perhaps 
tho most horrible disease which affects 
humanity. In view of the large number 
of Chinese of Lho poorest classes included 
among the immigrants, Lho news that 
Homo of t hem have 



marry and aio givon in marriage. Fortu- 
nately, though, like most other diseases, 
leprosy will only flourish in congenial soil 
and it is rare that the average European 
sudors from accidental contact. 

OOBSIP. 

Neither Madame Adams in the Nuur- 
velle Remit nor the writer in the Contem- 
porary Itcview, gave tho origin of the bad 
feeling which sprang up between tho 
Prince of Wales and Count Herbert Bis- 
marck at the time of tho late Emperor 
Frederick's funeral. It is learned on un- 
doubted authority that the coolnosss arose 
from the cavalier manner in which the 
Count treated the Princo of Wales, wbon 
the latter attempted to fulfill the delicate 
diplomatic mission with which ho was en- 
trusted. The matter was concerned with 
the Brunswick succession, and the Prince 
undertook the mission at the request of 
the Duchess of Cumberland, whose en- 
treaties were supported by his sisters, tho 
Princess of Wales and tho Czarina. 

Dr. Karl Peters is mistaken in stating 
that Lieutenant Swain has "stuck" !)1 
miles from tho coast in his attempt to 
reach Emin Pasha through British East 
Africa. Tho fact is Lieutenant Swaine 
never intended to go to Emin Pasha, and 
is at present at Aden. Mr. Jackson, how- 
over, with whom is Mr. J. T. Last, did 
leave Mombasa some tinio ago with the 
intention, if possible, of pushing to Wad- 
elai. Ho and his caravan have come Lo a 
dead stop 400 miles from their starting 
point in the neighborhood of Lake Nai- 
vassha. The drought is so great that it 
has proved utterly impossible to proceed.

A LEPROUS TAINT IN TIIKIR BLOOD 
is not surprising, inasmuch as leprosy pre- 
vails more or less in many parts of China, 
but especially in the districts around the 
great ports of Canton and Foo Chow. 
The niodieal reports of foreign customs 
refer frequently to the subject, It is stud 
that live great epidemics have boon re- 
corded since the fifteenth century. It is 
spreading now to the districts which were 
previously comparatively free from the 
scourge. The spread of Lhe disease is duo 
to the increased communication by means 
of steamers along the coast and up the 
Yangtoze river. In 1871, it prevailed 
around Amoy, and in 1881 the local med- 
ical officers of customs said it was com- 
mon in Canton and had laid a firm hold 
of the people Hankow, far up the 
Yangtozo, has had an evil reputation for 
the prevalence of leprosy, and latterly it 
has increased around Shanghai. The 
OhitlOBO themselves appear to have protLy 
accurate notions about leprosy. They at- 
tribute it to infection, defective nutrition 
and climate. They employ isolation and 
better dioL as remedies. They distinguish 

FIVE CLASSES OF Til K DISEASE, 
and it is remarkable that in China, as in 
India, there aro more male than female 
lepers. In India tho policy of tho gov- 
ernment in Lho treatment of lepers is 
avowedly based on tho proposition that 
medical science has as yoL discovered no 
remedy for lho disease. That policy is 
practically to leave it alone, but to encour- 
age a cranl of medical relief to tho lepers 
in voluntary hospitals and special asyl- 
ums, To any one who has travelled in 
India among the Indians and other Orien- 
tals, the marvel is that so many are froo

RUSH TO THE GOLD FIELDS. 

Thousands Hurrying to the Lower California 
Placer Di^gluge. 

Los Angles, March 8.— Excitement is 
on the increase hero about tho reported 
rich gold field in Lower California, and 
many aro hurrying to tho scone. Five 
hundred tickets wurs sold for this after- 
noon's Santa Ee train going south. 

The local excitement over tho gold dis- 
coveries in Lower California still con- 
tinues unabated, though men claiming 
experience show loss enthusiasm than the 
others. It is admitted that there is plenty 
of gold in that country, as placers were 
worked profitably 100 years ago, but the 
absence of other water than the accumu- 
lations of winter rains or snow, is a draw- 
back. 

At the Santo Fo dopot this afternoon 
when tho San Diego train was about to 
leave the rush for places was great and has 
never been equalled in this cily. All of 
tho floating population seems to bo bunt 
on going, .and the demand from San Diego 
on local labor channels has been so groat 
that curtain lines aro exhausted and ap- 
plication had to bu made to San Fran- 
cisco. 

At noon a telegram was received here 
that tho Ensenada steamur was already 
overloaded and could accommodate no 
passengers from this city. Tho little 
steamer Falcon, which forinorly carried 
excursionists between San Pedro and 
Santa Oatalina Island, has boon chartered 
to engage in tho carrying trade between 
San Diego and Ensenada.

The Sinking ol lhe "Mlpslc." 

Washington, March 9.— Commodore 
Walker, who to-day was acting secretary 
of the navy, said to-night that tho San 
Francisco despatch about the sinking of 
the "Nipsic"in Samoan waters must be 
false. The navy department, be says, has 
received no advices whatever about the 
alleged naval combat, and advices from 
Auckland, New Zealand, the nearest Le 
Ograph station to Samoa, would surely 
reach the department at Washington 
sooner than San Francisco, A naval ofli 
cer is stationed at Auckland with instruc- 
tions to telegraph all important occur 
rences in Samoa, and tho Commodore 
feels confident that had any such thin 
happened as the sinking of tho 
"Nipsic," this officer would have 
notified the department hero. Apia, 
Samoa, is 5,000, and Auckland about 
7,000 miles distant from San Francisco by 
water, but telegraphically Washington is 
3,500 miles nearer to Auckland than to 
San Francisco, as cable dispatches can 
only come from Auckland to tho United 
StaLes via Melbourne, Bombay, Lon 
don and New York. Commodore Walker, 
as well as Lhe state department oflicor.s 
generally, late to-night discredited th 
story of the sinking of the "Nipsic." As 
to the report that the U. S. war vessel

DEATI1 OF ERICSSON. 

The Great Inventor of the Monitor Dies at His 
Home in New York. 

Capt. John Ericsson, tho famous en- 
gineer and inventor, died in Now York on 
Friday morning, after only a wook's ill- 
ness. 

The deceased was a native of Wernio- 
land, Sweden, where bo was born on tho 
1st July, 1803. His father was a pro- 
prietor of mines, and his brother, Baron 
Nils Ericsson, became chief of Swedish 
idlways. At 12 years of age, young 
Sricsson was made a cadet of ongineors ; 
»t 13, a niveleur on the great ship canal 
intersecting Sweden; at 17 ho entered the 
iriny, and in 1827 he was promoted cap- 
tain. In 1828 he constructed a Same en- 
ino, and went to Loudon to introduce 
and there resigned bis commission. 
He produced in rapid succession an in- 
strument for sea-soundings, a hydraulic 
weighing machine, and numerous other 
lovices, including tubular steam boiler 
md artificial draught by centrifugal blow- 
ers. In 1829 bo built a locomotive— - the 
'Novelty" — and tho same year invented 
steam firo engine, and in 1853, the ship 
'Ericsson," of 2,000 tons, propelled by 
this motor. In 18311 he invented and 
patented the screw propeller, which has 
revolutionized navigation. In 183!) Erics- 
son was invited to visit America, where bo 
"csignod, in 1841, for the U, S. govern- 
ment, the scrow-piopelled war-ship 
'rinccfon, with machinery placed below 
Ater line, this being Lite first screw war 
ossol. In 18(il he built the famous iron- 
lad Monitor. Other monitors won 
many naval battles , and his 
system was taken up by Euro- 
nations and carried out by them 
in a largo scale. His latest war vessel, 
the Destroyer, is loo well known to need 
lengthy reference. During the lat.ter 
years of his useful life be designed many 
other valuable inventions, and after mak- 
ing for himself a name which will bo 
famous in history, and will rank with 
Fulton, Franklin, Morse, Edison and tho 
other groat inventors of the century, bo 
departed this life at thu ago of 85, passing 
peacefully to rest at his homo in the city 
of Now York.

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COMMEECIJ L UNION. 

The passage of Mr. Mitt's resolution in 
the House of Representatives is an im- 
portant advance in the movement for 
commercial union. Before its passage it 
was said with a great deal of force that 
there was no use in advocating commer- 
cial union or unrestricted reciprocity as 
long as it was unknown how the question 
was regarded in the United States. The 
passage of the Hilt resolution in a great, 
measure takes the force out of this objec- 
tion as far as commercial union is con- 
cerned. It is quite possiblo that a bill 
based on tin's resolution would be rejected 
by the Senate, but its being agreed to by 
the House of Representatives without 
doubt strengthens the cause of Canadian 
commercial unionists. It is known now 
that one branch of the Tinted States Leg- 
islature, at least, is not opposed to com- 
mercial union. This is the substance of 
the resolution : — 

Whenever it shall be duly certified to 
the President that the Government of 
Canada lias declared a desire to establish 
commercial union with tho United States, 
with a uniform revenue system like the 
internal tax to lie collected and similar 
import duties to be imposed on articles 
brought into either country from other 
nations with no duties upon trado be- 
tween the United States and Canada, he 
shall appoint three commissioners to meet 
like commissioners of Canada to prepare a 
plan for the assimilation of import duties, 
and an internal revenue tax of tho two 
countries, and an equitable division of the 
receipts in a commercial union. 

It will be seen that the measure fore- 
shadowed here is not one of unrestricted 
reciprocity. It paves tho way for com- 
mercial union, which is a very different 
thing indeed. Under commercial union 
Canada gives up its power to regulate its 
own commerce. It must be in matters 
commercial at one with the United States. 
It can have no tariff of its own, and al- 
though it will gain free trade with the 
United States, it will be obliged to im- 
pose United States' duties on imports 
from Great Britain and every other 
country. Besides this, Canada will 
have to assimilate its internal taxes to 
those of tho United States. If Canada 
outers into this relation with the United 
States its General Government will give 
up tho powet of taxation ; for nearly the 
whole of its revenue is derived from Cus- 
toms' duties and excise taxes. The Fed- 
eral Parliament would then bo shorn id' 
its most important power and tho Domin- 
ion would become a weak dependency of 
tho United States. It would not, then he 
in its power to encourage tiny Canadian 
industry or to make commercial arrange- 
ments with an)- foreign country. It 
could have no commercial interests apart 
from those of the United States. A Na- 
tional Policy would then be for Canada 
an impossibility. It is hard to imagine 
what our Federal Parliament would be 
like deprived of I lie power of taxation, for 
the people of Canada would not submit to 
direct taxes imposed by tho Federal Gov- 
ernment. It, would soon grow to bo of 
less importance than the Provincial Legis- 
latures or the municipalities of the great 
cities. The connection of Canada with the 
Mother Country would be greatly weak- 
ened. It is unreasonable to expect that 
<!reat Britain would continue to feel any 
deep interest in a nominal dependency 
which in everything she has to sell dis- 
criminated against, her in favor of a for- 
eign country. Free trado with the 
United States would be dearly purchased 
if Canada gave for it her fiscal 
independence and her connection with 



It is surely a sign that something is 
wrong with tho Post Oflico administration 
in British Columbia when its Legislative 
Assembly finds it necessary to request tho 
Lieut. -Governor's interposition to procure 
for its distant settlements the postal com- 
munication thoy require. It will bo ob- 
served that although on almost all other 
subjects tho Government and Opposition 
differ widely, on this they are united. Tho 
Leader of the Government commended 
Mr. (I rant highly for having introduced 
the subject, and the President of the 
Council not only supported his motion, 
but advised that it be made stronger. The 
Provincial Treasurer emphatically endors- 
ed the representations of the speakers on 
the Opposition Bide, and deplored as 
strongly as any one the want of sufficient 
and regular mail accommodation. This 
unanimity is remarkable and shows very 
clearly t hat, the wan's of the province in 
this regard have not hitherto been properly 
attended to. Every one must see 
that a section .if the province 
which contributes as much as one-fifth of 
its exports should certainly have constant 
and regular mail communication witli the 
centres of trade. I'.ritiHh Columbia should 
not be neglected by the post office auth- 
orities because it, is a comparatively young 
and .a distant province. We fear that 
proximity and pertinacity have more than 
their fair share of influence with the 
Postoilice Department. Localities which 
are near the seat of Government and 
which have daily opportunities of repre- 
senting their grievances, real or fancied, 
receive greater consideration than places 
which are thousands of miles away and 
whose inhabitants enjoy few opportuni- 
ties of personally representing their wants 
to those in authority. Small farming 
communities in the Fast to whom fre- 
quent mail communication is a luxury 
rather than a necessity, get all or nearly 
all the postal facilities they ask for, while 
lishing, mining and timber producing set- 
tlements in the far west, to whom regular 
mails are a business necessity, are, as we 
see, forced to have recourse to 
unusual means to have their 
needs represented at the Federtd capi- 
tal. This ought not to be. The Post- 
master-General should take the distant 
provinces under his especial caro and 
should make it his peculiar business to see 
that their reasonable requirements are 
attended to. There appears to lie too 
much truth in what Mr. Humphreys said 
that Provinces which give tho Govern- 
ment a steady and a unanimous support 
are neglected, while those that assume tin 
independent or even a hostile attitude tire 
well cared for. We age by our special 
telegrams that British Columbia represen- 
tatives, who are to a man staunch sup- 
porters of the Government, aro under the 
necessity of making frequent and vigor- 
ous representations to the different de- 
partments in order to have bare justice 
done to their province, and there is not 
as yet any certainty that their very mod- 
orate and most reasonable requests will 
bo granted. Tho Dominion Government 
is not wise in putting such a weapon as 
this in the hands of its opponents. They 
should not be in a position to prefer accu- 
sations of neglect which its warmest 
friends not only cannot gainsay, but which 
they aro obliged to confirm and repeat. 
When the Federal Government places its 
friends and supporters in this position it, 
from a party point of view, does them a 
great injustice. Thoso who support the 
Federal Government in this province 
ought to be able to demonstrate to friends 
and opponents that it has its interests at 
heart and does for it all that any reason- 
able British Columbian has a right to ox- 
Wo trust that the representations 



EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

Tho talented and well-informed corres- 
pondent of tho Montreal Gazette looks 
upon Professor Woldon's bill with great 
favor. Ho says: — 

Great excitement has been caused by 
Dr. Woldon's bill in reference to tho 
extradition treaty, and it is said that 
Bovoral members of Parliament have been 
approached by certain celebrated Ameri- 
can citizens resident against their will in 
Canada with a viow to its defeat. Tho 
professor himself has been tho object of 
vory careful scrutiny on tho part of tho 
roeent arrivals in Ottawa, of whom there 
aro soveral, who, in the ovont of 
tho bill becoming law, will havo to fly 
from this Canadian dumping ground of 
tho United States criminals. Tho consti 
tutional lawyers in tho house express 
themselves very strongly in support of 
Dr. Woldon's movement, in fact the load 
ing jurists of the civilized world aro in 
favor of such an act. Tho attitude of the 
Government has not been determined, 
but as the bill, if it becomes law, will only 
go into operation upon tho proclamation 
of tho Govornor-in-Council, it is not sup- 
posed that any political or international 
considerations will necessitate its opposi- 
tion. Should tho government remain neu- 
tral there is little doubt that the hill will 
carry by large majority, as there is al- 
most universal feeling that forced expatri- 
ation of Yankee thieves will be nothing 
hut an unmixed good to Canada.

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RAILWAY SUBSIDIES. 

To the Editor: — In a lottor which you 
kindly published far mo n couple of days 
ago, it v/aa stated that the government 
had agreed to give the Shushwap and 
Okanugon Railway, fifty miles in length, 
two hundred thousand dollars — the 
• Federal government to give ono 
hundred and sixty thousand dollars 
likewise. The provincial government 
have already borrowed this money, and 
so the provincial people will have to pay 
an interest of eight (88,000) thousand 
dollars per annum for over for a road not 
belonging to them but to a company, over 
whom the public have no control. The 
government did not make a stipulation 
that when the company "paid " tho gov- 
ernment should receive a bharo of the pro- 
lits in proportion to their paid up capital, 
viz., $200,000. 

In some letters kindly published by 
Tun Colonist for me a couple of years 
ago, I considered this system to bo per- 
nicious, and suggested that in placo there- 
of the governments should not supply 
part of tho capital, but guaranteo bonds 
bearing interest at two per cent per an- 
num upon a lixed amount fur a 
terminal period, say twenty years. 
That by adopting this system any 
bona lido company with a good show- 
ing could tloat any railway, having a de- 
cent prospect of paying. If no prospect, 
no company anyhow ! (Money invested 
in consols only realize 'J-i per cent.) And 
further that as this guarantee of two por 
cent, must be paid out of tho income of 
tho province no everlasting provincial 
debt would be incurred. Had this beon 
done, the Shuswap would havo received 
$4,0G0 for twenty years, being two per 
cont. annually upon §200,000 worth of 
bonds, whereas now the government has 
to pay §8,000 per annum, saddling the 
province with a permanent debt 
into tho bargain ' Even if the 
government had guaranteed four per cont. 
instead of two. They would havo boon 
free at the ond of twenty years — theoriti- 
cally. Unfortunately it happens that 
financial ministers when they find tho in- 
come does not come up to the expenditure, 
borrow money at four per cent, to make 
up the deficiency — in this lies tho hitch. 
Now, lot the plan above sketched bo ap- 
plied to the extension of the Vancouver 
Island Railway, lor to suppose the local 
government to borrow £.S()U,0U0 on this 
account would bo foolishness. Tho ex- 
tension would undoubtedly pay tho pro- 
vince and the company handsomely with- 
in tho next twenty years (for this period 
being an age in this rapidly progress- 
ing country). Twenty years hence Alaska 
will have a large population, and our own 
island, western country and Queen 
Charlotte's Island likewise, with 
various very much required and 
desired productive interests as- 
sisted prompted, nay, organized by the 
railroad giving access to now inaccessible 
places. The cost of building this exten- 
sion w ill amount to about four million 
dollars. Guaranteeing two pur cent, on 
this sum will amount to eighty thousand 
dollars per annum, payable for say seventy 
yesrs out of the general revenue. Re- 
member, however, tho Federal govern- 
ment ought to pay one half of this, thus 
leaving British Columbia to pay forty 
thousand dollars per annum for seventy 
years, and there need not, ought not, to 
be any borrowing of money or addition to 
the provincial debt on this account. Tho 
Federal government could well afford to 
give more than forty thousand dollars per 
annum for twenty years, for by 
so doing it would not bo adding 
to the national debt and paying 
therefore just double the amount in in- 
terest forever, the railway not boing a 
tangible asset as it will belong to a com- 
pany. Forty thousand dollars porannum 
for 20 years just amounts to the §800,- 
000 ; but this woidd not be a permanent 
debt. It would pay the residents of Brit- 
ish Columbia to provide this amount, yea, 
even for Vancouver Island to do so, even 
if they had to set aside tho timber and 
coal lands for this purpose, or pay addi- 
tional taxes — but it is a national, not a 
local work. 

If tho Government give any bonus to a 
company it ought to receive interest thoro- 
(iii from tho company. Of course all the 
above figures tiro merely to explain tho 
principle. To carry out the work must bo 
an understanding or arrangement between 
tho two governments ; but the Federal 
Government ought in guarantee more 
than the Provincial, because tho former 
will ultimately have the lion's share, In 
fact the money given to private undertak- 
ings, whether in the shape of grants in 
aid or for the payment |of guarantees, 
should be considered as loans and not as 
gifts, and therefore to bo repaid to tho 
government. 

It is to be hoped the M. P. P.'s will 
consider the matter and not allow them- 
selves to be mesmerized by the sweet, 
sweet lullaby, Hush, my babes 1 lie still 
and slumber !

PROPOSED AMENDMENT 
THE .MEDICAL ACT. 



TO 



To Tin; Editor : Mr. Anderson's 
amendment to the Medical Act, in which 
he proposes to allow so-called homeo- 
pathic medical men to register without 
passing the examination before the Medi- 
cal Council of the Province (as all other 
applicants for registration are compelled 
to do) is manifestly unfair. A knowledge 
of anatomy, chemistry, physiology, 
pathology, obstetrics, theory and practice 
of medicine and surgery are indispensable 
to every medical man. A person can 
no more practice the healing art intelli- 
gently without a knowledge of these sub- 
jects, than a boy can write without know- 
ing how to form his let tors. These subjects 
are exact, sciences are the same to all 
men, whether white or black, regular 
practitioners or homeopaths, ff a homeo- 
path has a fair knowledge of those sub- 
jects ho can pass the examination required 
by the British Columbia Medical Act; if 
not he is not lit, to bo entrusted with 
tho lives of tho people of this province. 
The examination by the Medical Council 
is ;i I'-rilli-u one -tho papers of each can- 
didate are carefully perused — and in tho 
event of any person failing to pass the 
examination- the fairness of the decision 
of the board of examiners can bo ascer- 
tained beyond doubt —tho papers of such, 
candidate can be made public, could be 
brought beforo a court of justice if neces- 
sary, and the fairness of the examining 
board placed beyond cavil. Homeopaths 
hii\ e nothing to fear if they aro decently 
up in tho subjects which form the basis of 
all medical knowledge. Many have this 
knowledge, no doubt, and can easily pass 
tho examination; others will bo 
found— also members of tho regular 
school who havo obtained diplo- 
mas somehow — who aro entirely ignorant. 
It is to keep such as these from imposing 
on tho public that the Medictd Act has 
boon made law. This Act protects tho 
lives of tho public, protects tho woll- 
qualified M. !->., whether homeopath or 
regular. It. simply prevents British Col- 
umbia from being Hooded by ignorant 
quacks. If Mr. Anderson's amendment 
becomes law it opens the door to quacks, 
and British Columbia will have placed to 
its credit (?) one of tho silliest of laws. It 
is only absolute and dense ignorance of 
tho whole subject which will enable any 
member of our legislature to record his 
voto for this amendment. Either ropoal 
tho British Columbia Medical Act in Mo, 
or place all applicant!) for registration on 
the same footing. Any other courso is 
unfair, absurd and illogical. M. D.

The TTork Douo by 'Longshoreman ruid 
StuveUuieH In New York Harbor. 

The jolly jack tar of the British and 
Amorican ship is a hard worker at sea. Ia 
these days merchant vessels, as an old suit 
hi tho United States Shipping Olllco ro- 
marked toaNow York Graphic man, "carry 
no mora cats than can catch ruts." Ships 
go to sea with just enough of a crew to 
enable them to manage the vessel and in 
had weather they have a rough timo of it. 
When the ship is weathering (Jape Stiff, as 
tho boys term the Horn, Jack docs not spiiro 
himself, but pulls out tlio weuthor earring 
with frozen and benumbed hands, us he 
glances into tho vast-concavity of blue and 
icy water below him. He does not object to 
trim cargo when it shifts, or to co aloft to 
secure a main top royal when the wind is 
singing a death rattle through thi standing 
rigging, when tho foot-ropo is I inning 
slack through tho stirrups and tho reef 
points are stiff us iron rods, lint ho most 
decidedly objects to receive or discharge 
cargo in port That bo considers tho duty 
of 'longshoremen employed by the steve- 
dores. 'Longshoremen aro many here in 
New York. Two years ago they were very 
prominent In the Knights of Labor, but 
since they inaugurated a strike against tho 
Dominion lino a few years ago they havo 
not beet) tho objects of much newspaper at- 
tention. They are line, manly, ublo fellows, 
and if they do hang around tho saloons on 
the " slips" and all over South street it is 
because their work is of an intermittent 
nature, and not because of any desire to 
idle away their timo. 

Tho 'longshoremen whose business it is to 
load and unload ships must ho within the 
reach of tho stevedore from daylight to 
dark, and so dowu on South street near tho 
ferry and on Burling and Coenties slips, 
whero boss stevedores congregate, rooms 
nre fitted up for the men in rough sailor 
fashion, whero they can sleep, drink and 
play cards m their off hours. 

About 20,000 men, all told, handle tho 
freight that comes into and leaves the port 
of New York, and the wages paid them 
yearly is estimated at over $10,000,000. 
Every race is represented except the Chi- 
nese among these workers along shore. 

In New York harbor there are, all told, 
800 stevedores, and many havo amassed 
great wealth. They arc in effect the agents 
of the consignees to whom cargoes aro 
brought, and like agents for the ••charter 
party," the legal maritime torui lor any 
person or company chartering a vessel to 
convey a cargo of goods from one port to 
another. To illustrate : A vessel has been 
chartered to convey a cargo from New York 
to Liverpool. She is ready for her cargo 
and her cargo ready for hor. Tho "charter 
party" calls for his stevedore, as all largo 
i tappers usually continuously employ tho 
r.iunc man, and contract with him to 
put their cargo aboard. This does not 
mean that it shall merely be put on 
tho vessel's deck. It must bo stowed 
away in the hold and between decks in a 
propor manner for an ocean voyage. These 
contracts are based either on weight or 
measurement,* and often on both; and the 
cost of loading a cargoof a 1,000-ton bark or 
a great ocean steamer will vary from ? 1,500 
toW,O00. While the vessel is boing loaded 
hois practically its master. For while a 
ship's captain may suggest regarding stow- 
age, ho must after all yield to the arbitrary 
ruling of tho stevedore, who thus becomes 
the responsible party fur the good condi- 
tion of tho cargo on delivery at its foreign 
•jort. 

Tho stevedoro usually has several fore- 
men in his employ. These are 'longshore- 
men who work either by tho hour, week or 
month, at an advance of about one-third 
over tho ordinary workmen. When vessels 
aro to be loaded or unloaded these foremen 
start out on the street ami select with almost 
unvarying impartiality their "gangs'' 
among the 'longshoremen always waiting 
about tho approaches to tho docks, fre- 
quently in most picturesque groups, and 
then tho liveliest of commotion begins. Tho 
'longshoremen working force comprises a 
foreman at each vessel, who has entiro 
charge of tho work and who keeps the 
timo of tho men. assistant foremen in num- 
ber proportionate to tho magnitude of the 
task, "headers" and regular laborers. 
"Headers'' and assistant foremen receivo 
five cents por hour extra. 

If a vessel is loading mid tho stevedore is 
able tosecure the cargo rapidly, alargc num- 
ber of pangs are worked. Usually one gang 
is employed at each hatch and side-pert, 
but frequently, if hurried, two are used. 
Then there is tho dock gang, who handle 
the] freight to tho ship's side and see that 
it is started right in its ascent by the 
"whip" to above the hutch for lowering, 
anil the gangs bolow who aro loading tho 
cargo. These usually consist of two men 
and a "header" on either side of the ves- 
sel. Tho header practically represents the 
stevedoro in tho proper stowing of the 
freight, and the "headers" must lie bright 
men, for on their directions and care rests 
the possible good condition of the cargo. 
The spots where heavy and light materials 
must be placed; arranging so that freights

borne at tho vessel's center of gravity, anil 
that she shall not roll ami strain from great 
dead weights in improper places; and then 
that tho craft's utmost carrying capacity 
shall be utilized ; all must ho considered anil 
met and adjusted; for a badly-placed cargo 
may "shift" at any moment in a storm 
and send a vessel to tho bottom. The 
raising and lowering of tho "whip's" tackle 
is signaled by the shrill call of an 
assistant fun- nan's whistle by tho hatch, 
wlici o this man stands at the port side and 
receives tho packages coining n, or going 
out of the vessel and attends to their being 
lowered properly ami in safety, for hun- 
dreds of 'longshoremen's lives" 
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]) ( I panics have 

I he Jersey side, while Ihos 
York shore are crowded. A 
river ou the east and north along tho East 
river shore the sailing craft of the world 
mainly dusters, while the Brooklyn shore 
lor a little distance above the bridge is cov- 
ered with docks and basins extending for 
miles. 

The 'longshoremen differ much from sail- 
ors in one essential respect, They lire 
provident, and many of them have quite a 
little pilo in the savings hanks. Their work 
h hard, and the pay not large, but quite a 
number of 'longshoremen, especially the 
Irish, manage to marry and support a fain 
ily in mod era to comfort. They are a peace- 
ahle sot, seldom figure in the police courts, 
ami not half us rough as their rough call- 
ing would cause ono to imagine.

Tuesdays and Fridays, 
tho big days for work, wore gobbled up 
by tho Opposition, but tho (jlovorimiont 
will oven up next week by taking Thurs- 
days for tho remainder of tho session, and 
in about a fortnight more thoy will ap- 
propriate another private uiombor's day, 
so that this will compensate tho Govern- 
ment for the two days lost. Tho dobato 
on Mr. Lauiior'B miscellaneous motion, if 
anything, showed tho Grand Old Man at 
his very best. It was a positivo marvel 
to note tho way in w hich ho met tho Op- 
position loader's onslaught and tho viyor 
of his reply will not be forgotten in a 
hurry. Sir, Laurier's speech was a plea 
for the United States all through; Sir 
John's was a dignified exposition of Can- 
ada's duty. Ho scoutod the idea of tructi- 
lonco to tho United States, and showed 
that in its dealings with our neighbors 
tho Government had merely taken tho 
course which it deemed best in tho insor 
osts of the country. Tho debate was ro- 
siimud and finished last evening, Sir 
John Thompson carrying off tho honors 
For breadth of argument, diction and 
force the spuech has not been equalled in 
the House this session. 

A II. C. RAILWAY INCORPORATION. 

Some two or throe sessions ago, owing 
to the extraordinary powers which pro- 
moters of railways asked from Parlia- 
ment, the railway committee of tho House 
of Commons authorized tho preparation of 
a model railway bill as a guido or modul 
to those hereafter seeking railway incor- 
poration upon which to found their bills. 
Tho coininittoQ since that time has rigidly 
insisted upon the provisions of the model 
being adhered to, and it was therefore lit- 
tle wondor that the bill to incorporate the 
Victoria, Saanioh and New Westminster 
Railway Co. should receive the overhaul- 
ing it did on account of the extensive 
scope of tho measure. Col. Prior had the 
bill in charge for tho following incorpor- 
ators : Hon. A. DeCosmos, Hon. J. H. 
Turner, M. P. P. 0. E. Redfern, jewel- 
ler, Alex. Wilson, merchant, A. A. 
Groen, banker, and J. S. Yates, barrister- 
at-law, all of Victoria. The company is 
king incorporation to lay out, con- 
struct and operate a railway of the stand- 
ard gauge from Victoria to Swart/. Bay, 
North Saanich. Vancouver Island, 
with a branch lino from Vic- 
toria to the town of Esquimalt, 
then on the mainland of British Colum- 
bia from a point near Point Roberts, 
north of tho international boundary line, 
thence by way of Radnor's Landing, 
Eraser River, to Now Westminster, so 
as to connect there with the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, with power to construct 
and operate from the main lino branch 
lines to the city of Vancouver and to a 
point at Canoe Pass, as well as to a point 
at Garry Point, Lulu Island, and to the 
international boundary line, so as to con- 
nect with the railway system of tho 
United States, at tho town of Blaino in 
Washington Territory ; and the company 
may, for tho purposes of their railway, 
construct, maintain, own and operate a 
steam ferry from Swartz Pay across the 
Strait of Georgia to the terminus of their 
mainland lino at Point Roberts, as well as 
to either or both of tho termini of their 
branch lines to Garry Point and Canoe 
Pass. 

Clause 5 was a stickler with tho com- 
mittee. It recited that the company, at 
any point where the railway, or any branch 
thereof, approaches within two miles of 
any navigable waters, may purchase and 
hold as its own absolute property, piers, 
docks and water lots; and upon the said 
water lots and in and over tho waters ad- 
joining tho same, may build and erect 
elevators, storehouses, warehouses and 
engine-houses, sheds, docks, piers and 
other erections for the use of the Com 
pany, and tho steam and other vessels 
owned, worked or controlled by tho Com 
pany, or any other steam or other vessels; 
and may collect wharfage and store 
charges for the uso of the same; and may 
erect, build and maintain all moles, piors, 
w harves and docks necessary and proper 
for the protection of such works, and for 
the accommodation and convenience of 
vessels entering, leaving, lying, loading 
and unloading within tho same; and may 
dredge, deepen and enlarge such works; 
and in its discretion may sell, lease or con- 
voy the said wharves, piers and docks, 
water lots, lands, elevators, storehouses, 
warehouses, engine-houses, sheds and 
other erections, or any part thoroof, or 
any portion thereof. No such work or 
any part thereof shall bo constructed so as 
in any way to materially obstruct naviga- 
tion, or the flow of water on any navigable 
river ; and the company shall not com- 
mence tho construction of any dock or 
pier on any navigable water until the 
plans and site of each such dock or pier 
have first been submitted to and approved 
of by tho (jovornor-in-Council. 

The powers asked for were considered 
of an extraordinary value and by unan- 
imous consent the clause was struck out. 

Clause 7 fixing the capital stock at 
82,500,000 was amended so as to place the 
capital at SI, 000,000. Clause 8 authoriz- 
ing the Company to grant bonuses to the 
promoters not exceeding $150,000 was 
eliminated entirely. Clause authorizing 
the holding of tho first meeting of the 
shareholders as soon as 10 per cent, of 
the capital stock had been paid up was 
amended by substituting "25 per cent, 
for 10 per cent." Some other changes 
wero made, after which tho bill was order- 
ed to be reported.

N. w. LAND REQUXATION8. 
An important conference, upon the in- 
vitation of ||, ,u. Mr. Dewdnoy, took 
place yesterday in roforenco to Northwest 
land matters, all tho members from Mani- 
toba and liio Territories assembling in tho 
Minister's oflico to discuss certain amend- 
ed regulations which will shortly come 
into force. Mr. Dewdney stated that 
while every latitude would bo afforded to 
ImiHi fide settlers, tho department was 
hound to discourage speculative entries by 
non-residents. He proposed to allow 
settlers to take burnt and fallen timber 
on crown lands for purposes of fuel, abol- 
ishing l ho timber dues of ton cunts a cord 
and he said ho had decided to recommend 
his colleagues not to extend tho provi- 
sions for socond homostead entry. The 
system was not, in tho true interests of tho 
Northwest, being neither advantageous to 
tho settlor or to the country. The gen- 
tlemen present, including "Bob" Watson, 
tho only Liberal representative from Lake 
Superior to tho Pacific, declared that the 
amendments wero in tho right direction. 
Mr. Dewdney's consultation with the 
NorthwoHlorns is an innovation which 
cannot but bo beneficial. By taking thorn 
into his confidence ho h™ completely dis- 
armed criticism and won golden opinions 
from the members. H ' H oxpeoted that 
before long hu will hold a similar confer- 
once with the nioinbors from British Col- 
umbia. 

0R.UELTY TO AMMALH. 
I referred last week to the fight which 
had taken placo over Adam Brown's 
"cruelty to animals" bill. That strugglo 
was nothing to Jje compared to the run, 
that has taken placo this wouk. On 
Wednesday, in committee of the whole, a

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practically sliolving tho bill. Next day, 
however, Adam Brown returned to tho 
ohbrge and moved that tho House go into 
committee to further consider tho bill on 
Monday next. To this Col. Tisdalo moved 
an' nmoudmon^ that the bill bo considered 
nix months hence. Tho division on tho 
amendment resulted in a tie, 91 oach. Tho 
Speaker voted nay so as toloavo tho ques- 
tion boforo tho House. A division fol- 
lowed on Mr. Brown's motion, and a few 
more members having nrrivod in tho 
moan time, this was carried on a vote of 
00 to 92. Tho tio vote has naturally 
aroused a good deal of discussion, such an 
occurrence being very raro in tho House. 
A search, through the Journals of tho Com- 
mons reveals the fact that it is ninetoen 
years ago since Mr. Speaker had to oxer- 
ciso his prerogative of giving tho casting 
vote. During the session of 1870, a bill 
relating to interest was under discussion 
and tho vote stood 50 to 50. Tho Spoakor 
on that occasion recorded his voto with 
tho yeas, thus carrying the throo months 
hoist, upon which thu division was taken. 

THIJ PRICE OK FUEL. 

No doubt one of the chief things which 
has retarded settlement along tho North 
Saskatchewan has been tho lack of com- 
munication with the outside world. Sot- 
tiers havo boon conscious that if they 
wont in there and raised a good crop tho 
want of access to market— tho enormous 
cost of te lining across tho prairies — would 
effectually minimize the result of a sea- 
son's labors. Consequently until tho C. 
P. R. is intersected and biaoctod with 
railway lines running into tho northern 
country, towards Edmonton and Prince 
Albert, settlement will make but slow 
progress. Similarly another question 
which has operated against the develop- 
ment of the Northwest is tho lack of fuel. 
It is now known that the Canadian North- 
west possesses one of tho finest coalfields 
on tho continent, and for those along tho 
lino of railway that great desideratum of 
a Northwest winter— fuel— is forthcoming 
plentifully for a monetary consideration. 
At the present time there is a bill before 
the House to incorporate tho Alberta 
Railway and Coal Co. with power 
build a line to Lethbridge, the terminus 
of tho Gait lino, to tho boundary lino in 
Montana, and over it a vigorous light took 
placo in the interests of the Northwest 
settler, which, it is to bo regretted, was 
unsuccessful. Sir. A. T. Gait is the 
president of the new lino, and it was 
with tho idea of securing cheap fuel that 
"Boh" Watson moved a clause providing 
that the maximum rate for carrying coal 
be fixed at a cent a ton per mile. He 
showed that at the price coal was sold 
last year in Calgary — ,';.S.50 pur ton —tho 
company enjoyed a profit of $4.01 on 
every ton. Watson's proposal was, how- 
ever, downed by a vote of 97 to '19. 
THE LAIIOU COMMISSION. 

The Royal Commission on Labor ter- 
minated its proceedings this week and, 
contrary to anticipation, two reports have 
been presented to the Government. It is 
well known that anything but harmony 
has prevailed among the members of th 
commission, the representatives of the 
capitalists pressing their views with too 
much energy to suit the views of the 
genuine labor men. The intention, it 
appears, was to prevent tho acceptance of 
evidence that would establish tho neces- 
sity for labor legislation. A few days ago 
wdiile the report was under consideration 
the chairman, Mr. A. T. Freed, editor oi 
the Hamilton Spectator, presented a re- 
port merely reviewing the evidence taken. 
The other members of the commission, 
howevor, insisted that recommendations 
should be added. Mr. Freed thereupon 
declared bis report adopted and adjourned 
the meeting. Tho labor representatives 
proceeded forthwith to elect as their 
chairman Mr. Kelly, of St. John, N. IS., 
himself a large employer, but ono who 
had shown himself thoroughly in sym- 
pathy with the working classes. A report 
recommending legislation on a number of 
matters was thereupon concurred on, and 
this, along with Mr. Freed's report, has 
gone in. 

THE UNITED STATES MAGNANIMITY. 
Tho Ottawa correspondent of tho To- 
ronto Empire writes as follows to his 
paper: — The I )pposition policy these days 
appears to bo to magnify tho United 
States and the United Slates Government 
at the expense of Canada. Mr. Laurier's 
plea on behalf of the American Govern- 
ment was most effectively shattered by 
Sir John Macdonald last evening, and if 
further evidence beyond that given by the 
Premier was needed to show that tho 
United States has not always manifested 
that conciliatory spirit in dealing with 
Canada and Canadians which Mr. Laurier 
represents it has, it is forthcoming to-dny 
in the announcement from Victoria that 
Captain Warren, four or five of whoso 
vessels wero seized in Pouring's Sea in 
.1880-1887 by United States rovenuo 
cutters, has been compelled to assign 
for tho benefit of his creditors on account 
of tho losses sustained. The Bteam soaler 
Thornton, the property of Capt. Warren, 
and valued at S10.000, was suizod in Oc- 
tober, 1880, and the year following three 
or four schooners belonging to him wero 
seized without the smallest justification. 
Warren has been endeavoring to secure 
justice for tho outrageous conduct of the 
United States officials, but hitherto with- 
out success, and has finally boon com- 
pelled to give up business. His case is 
ono of United States magnanimity and 
conciliation which Mr. Laurior might 
study to advantage.
